IN THE BRAZOS 


That May Mean Great Things to the 


Brazos Bottom Land Owners. 


Mr. Alf. F. Wilson has been ac­ 
quainted with the Brazos river all 
his life. 
He told the Eagle rep­ 
resentative yesterday that he had 
a good word to say for the old 
Brazos—that it acts 
differently 
now from its conduct heretofore 
for many years. 
“ I never saw the river run so 
fast before,” said Mr.Wilson, “ and 
I believe that the enormous flood 
of water that fell along the river 
and its tributaries last week would 
in the past have -caused a great 
overflow, but this time the river 
carried it oil and the usual disas­ 
ter was averted.” 
“ To what do you attribute the 
change in the 
habits 
of 
the 
stream ?” Mr. Wilson was asked. 
“ I cannot attribute it to any­ 
thing else than the snagging and 
improvement in the bed of the 
s t r e a m from Old Washington 
south,” said Mr. Wilson. He went 
on to say that he did not know 
that this was the cause of the river 
water running down faster, but was 
inclined, for lack of other cause, to 
believe that this is the reason. 
Mr. Coulter and other planters 
on the river think that the im ­ 
provement of the lower Brazos by 
the government e n g i n e e r s has 
caused this radical change in the 
river’s habits, and there can be 
little doubt that such is the case. 
The result is a great boon to the 
land owners on the river, and to 
the business interests of the entire 
contiguous country as well. 
The further progress of the im- 
pravement higher up the stream 
will still further reduce the tend­ 
ency of the river to overflow its 
banks, and there is no doubt that 
the time is coming when the oft 
recurring disasters from 
Brazos 
overflows may be classed as a thing 
of the past.
